a nd a v ery inspiring one. 
It is patriotic, high- 
spirited, fit and eager to learn. 
Throughout the b ig Luuis.ana w ar games 
the men of the Third Army, in heat and down- 
(pour, ov er gruelling swam p and woodland, dis­ 
played a spirit of scrappy aggressiv ene^^ and 
tenacity that kept their enemy (Second Army) 
constantly on the defensiv e. 
From reconnais­ 
sance patrols to arm y corps, ev ery unit of the 
Third was full of fight and determination to 
win. 
Some of the feats of this new army, still 
a fledgling force learning the arts of war. were 
rem arkab le. 
For example;
